East Central Teachers college has 
had an interesting history. To se­ 
cure it the city of Ada put up one 
of the hardest fights in the legisla­ 
tive annals of Oklahoma. Through 
two sessions of the legislature the 
battle was fought and more than 
once

appeared 
to 
be 
lost, but the united citizenship of 
Ada refused 
to accept defeat. On 
the final day of the session of 1909 
the bill creating East Central was 
passed and there was rejoicing in 
Ada. 
The original bill carried an ap­ 
propriation of $100,000 for the erec­ 
tion of the administration building, 
but nothing for the support of the 
school during its first year. Not to 
be outdone, a number of citizens 
signed a note for $10,000 taking a 
long chance on being reimbursed by 
the legislature, and the school board 
placed the high school building at 
the disposal of the normal board* 
It was not yet finished when the 
term began but this did not deter 
the earnest faculty that organized 
for work. The second term opened in 
the new building. 
First 
assembly 
marking the opening of the school 
was held in the Methodist church 
and was largely attended by citizens 
of Ada. 
School Fought to Live. 
The school had its trials in main­ 
taining its existence. 
Before wcwk 
had begun on the building, Campbell

Prepare for Future. 
“As everyone knows, some five 
hundred property owning, tax-pay­ 
ing voters of Ada, signed a petition 
asking the city commissioners to call 
an election for the purpose of vot­ 
ing $100,000 in bonds to build a 
memorial-convention hall. After this 
petition was presented to the com­ 
missioners it was decided that the 
$100,000 would be insufficient to 
build a building as large as the 
city needs at this time, and at the 
same time prepare for the future, 
and to have sufficient funds to pur­ 
chase the site for said building. This 
$10,000 was added by the commis­ 
sioners to the original $100,000 to 
provide funds for the purchase of 
the site and for the necessary equip­ 
ment to go into the building after 
it is finished. Ample legal authority 
was found to exist for this increase 
and it was pointed out by those who 
had studied the proposition closely 
that this additional $10,000 would 
be very appropriately spent in the 
proposed capacity. 
Not Out and Dried. 
“The committee also wishes to 
make i t clear to the citizens of Ada 
th a t the architectural and construc­ 
tion work on this building is not 
a cut and dried proposition. The 
law provides that following the vot­ 


ing of the bonds by the citizens, 
the 
commissioners 
shall 
call 
for 
competitive bids 
from 
architects, 
submitting therewith plans, specifi­ 
cations and expected remuneration 
covering architectural work on the 
proposed building. The law further 
provides 
that 
the 
commissioners 
shall select from among the bids 
submitted 
the 
cheapest 
and 
best 
bid and it is the intention and ex­ 
pectation of the present commission­ 
ers to adhere strictly to these pro­ 
visions, 
working 
in 
conjunction 
with the citizens’ committee that has 
heretofore had

m atter 
in

WASHINGTON, 
May 
30.— Th* 
Lincoln Memorial, the gift of th 
(nation to the memory of Abraham 
Lincoln, is one of the world’s most 
beautiful structures and the great 
est shrine of the man who saved 
the union. Im pressive in its sim pli­ 
city, the memorial probably is th* 


J m asterpiece of ail public buildings 
and m em orials in the United States 
It stands in Potomac Park facing 
the W ashington m onument, and IU 
construction was begun on Lincoln’* 
birthday 
anniversay in 
1914. The 
total cost has been approximate!) 
$3,000,000. 
This m onum ent to Lincoln is a 
large rectangular building of whitt 
marble, designed by Henry Bacon, 
a 
New 
York 
architect. 
It has a 
beautiful setting on a direct east 
and west line with the W ashington 
monument and the nation’s capito. 
and rises 144 feet above the level 
of the park. It is com posed of foul 
principal features— a statue of tht 
man, a memorial of his Gettysburg 
address, a memorial of his seconc 
inaugural address and a symbol O’ 
the Union of the states. 
The most important object in tht 
memorial is the statue of Lincoln 
in marble, by Daniel Chester French 
New York sculptor, placed iii tht 
central hall where, by virtue of its- 
im posing position 
in the place ol 
honor, it predom inates all else. The 
statue is colossal in size and yet 
distinctively personal. It represents 
Lincoln, 
seated, 
in 
a 
thoughtful 
mood, and is the first thing thai 
meets the eye as one passes thru 
the im m ense colonnaded 
entrance 
Sm aller halls, one at either side o; 
the central hall, contain monumen­ 
tal tablets in which deeply incised 
letters 
reproduce 
word 
for 
word, 
Lincoln’s Gettysburg address on the 
loft wall and the address made by 
him at his second inauguration on 
the right wall. Above these are two 
large 
mural 
paintings 
by 
Jules 
Guerin, 
a 
New 
York 
artist, 
one 
typifying “Em ancipation’’ 
and 
the 
other 
typifying’ “ Reunion”. 
Their 
production 
occupied three years’ 
time. 
Each State Representee!. 
Surrounding the exterior of the 
w alls inclosing these memorials is 
a m agnificent colonnade form ing a 
symbol of the union, each column 
representing one of the 36 states ex­ 
isting- at the tim e 
of 
Lincoln’s 
death. 
On 
the 
outer 
walls above 
the colonnade and supported at in­ 
tervals by eagles are 48 festoons, 
one for each state existing at the 
present tim e. 
•At the end 
of the 
great 
axis, 
planned over a century ago, is the 
capitol of the nation, which is the 
m onument of the governm ent, and 
a mile westward from the capitol 
is the 555-foot granite shaft which 
i3 the monument to George Wash 
ington. Stow, 
on 
this same 
great 
axis half a mile west of the W ash­ 
ington m onument stands the Lincoln 
Memorial. This com pletes an unpar- 
ailed com position, a triology which 
imparts to each of its m onum ents a 
value in addition to that which each 
standing alone possesses. 
More than a dozen years ago Po­ 
tomac Park, one of the m ost im ­ 
portant units of W ashington’s great 
park system , and which lies along 
the Potomac river, was first sug­ 
gested as the site for a memorial 
to Lincoln. The late John Hay, one 
of Lincoln’s secretaries and 
biog­ 
raphers, and later secretary of state 
of 
the United States, 
favored 
its 
selection. In expressing his approval 
he wrote: 
W ashington and Lincoln 
“As I understand it, the place of 
honor is on the main axis of the 
plan. Lincoln, of all American* next 
to W ashington, deserved this place 
[of honor. He was of the immortals. 
jYou must not approach too close to 
the im m ortals. His monument should 
stand alone, remote from the com­ 
mon habitations of man .apart from 
the business and turmoil of the cit) 
— isolated, distinguished and serene. 
Of all the sites this one, near the 
Potomac, is most suited to the pur­ 
pose.” 
By means of terraces the grounds 
around the site are raised until the 
floor of the memorial itself is 45 
feet higher than the grade of Po­ 
tomac 
Park. 
A 
circular 
terrace, 
1,000 feet in diam eter, first rises 
above the park. On its outer edge 
stand four concentric rows of trees, 
leaving a plateau in the center 755 
feet in diam eter. In the center of 
this 
plateau, 
surrounded 
by 
wide 
roadways and walks, rises an em i­ 
nence supporting a rectangular stone 
terrace wall 14 feet high, 256 feet 
long and 186 feet wide. On this 
rectangular terrace rises the white 
marble memorial. All the founda­ 
tions of the steps, terraces and mem­ 
orial are built on concrete piling 
which extends down to solid rock. 
Rising from this rectangular ter­ 
race three steps, each 8^ feet high, 
from a platform m easuring 204 feet 
in length and 134 feet in width. 
On th is platform stand the 36 col­ 
umns, sym bolizing th e Union, which 
enclose the memorial hall walls, and 
support the upper portion of the 
building bearing the festoons repre­ 
senting the existing 48 states. This 
colonnade is 188 feet long and 118 
feet wide, the 
colum ns 
being 
44 
feet high and 7 feet, 5 inches in 
diam eter at their bases. 
M emorial H all W ithin 
W ithin the colonnade stands the 
white memorial hall, m easuring 156 
feet in length and 84 feet in width. 
Inside the building the central hall

60 feet high, while the halls whore 
the memorials of the speeches are 
placed are 57 feet long, 37 feet wide 
and 60 feet high; 
four Ionic col- 
ums separating each of these halls 
from the central hall. The collon- 
naded entrance to the memorial hall 
is 45 feet wide and 44 feet high. 
To the eastward of the .memorial, 
at the foot of the series of steps 
leading from the entrance and ex­ 
tending twoard the W ashington mon­ 
um ent is a lagoon, or reflecting ba­ 
sin, 2,000 feet long and 480 feet 
wide. In its waters in reflected from 
one end the Lincoln Memorial and 
from the other end the W ashington 
m onum ent is pictured. It is from 
two to three feet deep, its floors of 
dark m aterial, making the water as 
reflective as a mirror. Splendid elm 
trees line both sides of the reflect­ 
ing basin. 
The grounds surrounding the me­ 
m orial slope up gently to the wind­ 
ing walk which encircles the entire 
structure. Rare specim ens of box­ 
wood, trees, nestling in the corners 
of the tem ple, are each nearly IOO 
years old 
and 
cost about 
$1,000 
apiece. Each tree planted about the 
memorial is a selected specim en of 
great age. 
Begun in 1902. 
The m ovem ent for the construc­ 
tion of the mem orial 
was 
begun 
in 1902 and in 1910 the late Sena­ 
tor Shelby M. Cullom of Illinois, a 
friend of Lincoln, introduced in the 
Senate the bill for its erection. The 
bill was approved by Congress Fob. 
9, 1911. The law created a com­ 
m ission and named as its members 
W illiam H. Taft, Shelby M. Cullum, 
Joseph G. Cannon, George Peabody 
W etmore, Samuel W alker*- McCall, 
Hernando D. Money and Champ 
Clark. 
. 
The com m ission 
was authorized 
to procure and determ ine upon a 
location, plan and design for a mon­ 
um ent or memorial in W ashington. 
The aid 
of the 
governm ent com ­ 
m ission of Fine Arts was invoked in 
the selection of the site and plans. 
On the 105th anniversary of Lin- 


coin’s birth, Feb. 12, 1914, the late 
former Senator Joseph C. S. Black­ 
burn, 
then 
resident 
com m issioner 
of 
the 
memorial 
com m ission 
and 
who was a Southern officer during 
the 
Civil 
war, broke 
ground 
for 
the mem orial saying as he did so; 
“This 
memorial 
will show 
that 
Lincoln is now 
regarded 
as the 
preatest of all Americans and that he 
is so held by the South as well as 
the North.” 
Cornerstone in 1915. 
The cornerstone was laid on Lin­ 
coln’s birthday, in 
1915 
without 
cerem onies. 
Among 
the 
articles 
placed within the stone was a his­ 
tory of Lincoln, signed by his liv­ 
ing son, 
Robert 
T. 
Lincoln. 
The 
building of the m emorial was some 
what delayed during the world war 
and its construction, which was ex­ 
pected to be completed in three 
years 
tim e, 
has 
taken 
about 
six 
years. 
A memorial bridge across the Po­ 
tomac river from a point nearby the 
Lincoln Memorial and extending to 
the Arlington National Cem etery is 
contem plated in the plans as well as 
a boat landing on the river direct­ 
ly east of the memorial. 
Temporary buildings erected In 
Potomac Park for war purposes and 
occupied 
by 
the 
navy 
department 
has encroached upon the memorial 
grounds as planned by the com m is­ 
sion of fine arts, which declares: 
“ Until the buildings are removed 
the m emorial will be dwarfed and 
made of sm all importance, and the 
developm ent of the landscape fea­ 
tures upon which the memorial de­ 
pends for effectiveness will be made 
im possible. The construction of tho
